Re:  Proposed  widening  of  the  first  alley  south  of  the  Lower  Huntington  Road 

from  the  west  property  line  of  Bluffton  Road  to  the  east  property  line 
of  the  first  alley  west  of  Bluffton  Road  from  10  feet  to  14  feet. 

You  will  recall  that  on  June  25,  1953,  we  endorsed  the  vacation  of  the  above- 
described  alley  for  the  reasons  that  the  alley  was  not  sufficient  in  width 
and  the  alley  was  unimproved. 

The  petition  now  pending  provides  for  the  widening  of  the  alley  to  14  feet 
and  the  improvement  of  the  alley  which  would  eliminate  our  reasons  for  re- 
commending the  vacation  of  the  alley  in  the  letter  mentioned  above.  As  a 
result  of  the  proposed  widening  and  improving  of  the  alley,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  the  petition  be  granted  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  At  the  present  time  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  alley  is  zoned 
for  commercial  use  and  the  widening  and  improving  of  this  alley 
would  provide  for  better  access  to  the  property  for  service  trucks 
and  vehicles. 

' 2.  Since  the  alley  will  be  increased  to  14  feet,  there  would  be  suf- 

ficient room  for  proper  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  the  lots 
serviced  by  this  alley  in  one  location  rather  than  for  each  indivi- 
dual lot  owner  to  provide  his  own  service  entrance. 

You  also  in  your  letter  refer  to  the  proposed  vacation  of  part  of  the  alley 
from  Bluffton  Road  west  to  Lot  100  which  this  office  would  also  oppose  since 
it  would  create  the  dead-end  situation  referred  to  in  your  letter. 

The  above  recommendations  are  made  on  the  basis  that  the  alley  will  be  widened 
to  14  feet  and  the  alley  will  be  improved.
